ing of giving an Faster party, when 
| the question of making a cake came 
jup. Simon wished for the cake to be 
boi'ed, and Nellie that it should be 
| baked, the argument as to which was 
| the proper way to cook a cake grew 
stronger and atronger and finally the 
;couple came to blows, and as they 
| were bothgstrong and tough neither 
| would give in, even after a good hard 
jfight They at lastcame te a ’com- 
| promise, agreeing to boil the cake for 
| part of the time and flinish the cook- 
| ing by baking—calling the cake the 
{ “Sim Nell.” 

There is another story that the Sim 
{mel cake was invented by Lambert 
| Simmnel, who was brought foreward 
;asan heir to the English throne in 
jthe reign of Henry VII. A battle 
| wae foughtiin Lincolnshire aud the 
| rebels routed, and Lambert Simnel 
| was taken prisoner, and the king to 
| show his eortempt of the man made 
|him a sculliou in the king's kitchen 
| While serving in this capacity he is 
| said to have invented the cake that is 
| named after him.

| Brewater, in that work, derives the 
| name from the German “SIMLE” a 
roll or “Manche”; the Dauish equiva 
lent being “Simle” and the Swedish 
| “Simla.”

'M. 0. Arnegard vs, Baron's 
| Consolidated School District, 


| - Mr. M. O. Arnegard, of Barone, has 

j won out in the Appeal Court iu his 

| action raised against the Barons oon- 
solidated School District according to 
a lengthy judgment delivered by Mr, 
Justice Swuart and coucurred in by 
the Chief Justiee and Mr. Justios 
Beck. 

The action was commenced by Mr. 
Aruegard in the fall of last year to re- 
strain the Barone Consolidated School 
District from acting on an agrement 
where the Baroas Consilidated School 
District attempted to take over the 
assets and assume the liabilites of the 
Barons Village Schou! District. Mr. 
Arnegard maintained that this could 
not be unless the consolidation at the 
same time took over the assets and 
assumed the liabilities of ell other 
districts in the consolidation.
